So I was messing with the S20R From Hell (a legacy from our friends at 
Surplus Sales of Nebraska) last night and still can't get it quite 
right. This is from very early production, has uninsulated 

power resistors (dot code). When I first got it the IF frequency 
seemed quite low, on the order of 435 kHz. So I cranked it all up and 
realigned the IF section, but now I can't get the dial to read even 
remotely correctly. When I try to adjust the trimmers/padders, the 
end points don't come close even with the trimmers cranked all the way 
in. 


I'm beginning to feel I shoulda left well enough alone. OK, folks, 
here's an opportunity for opinion: Should I go back to 435 (or so) 
KHz? Did Halli use a different frequency in earlier models?

We had a thread about radiation from receivers a while back and I would 
have to agree with Lenox. In my research, I ran across cases where old 
merchant ships that were in convoy had to keep their regenerative 
receivers turned off when radio silence was observed. It was believed 
that some of the regen sets that lacked RF amplifiers MIGHT emit enough 
RF to be detected at short distances. In view of the fact that hams use 
QRP rigs effectively, one cannot dismiss that fact that on occassion it 
might have been possible to DF a regenerative receiver at short distance 
under ideal conditions.

No problem at all. I can't remember the last time I used a 44 lamp. 
In some cases I also add a low value resistor in one of the lamp 
leads to drop the voltage. Even a 1/2 volt drop can greatly extend 
lamp life. 


Other than not wanting to make current drain higher on a transformer 
by going the other way, or subbing some other type of higher current 
lamp, the only other lamp precaution I can think of is in the case 
of AC/DC sets where the lamp is across a tap on the rectifier tube 
filament, such as with a 35Z5. Use the proper lamp there.

(Hallicrafters S-20R). I've never seen an IF that low---typical 

numbers in the mid-late 30's were 455, 456, and 465 Kc. This is from 

a 1934 RMA standard reserving 450-470 KC. for IF frequencies. 


One thing to keep in mind about Hallicrafters: they bought their 
components very aggressively. The various manufacturers designed 
their IF's around specific frequencies, and delivered them pretuned. 


I assume these IF's are tuned with compression mica caps. "Midrange" 
on one of these caps is about 1 to 1-1/4 turn loose on the screw. 3 
turns loose is about the minimum capacitance. 


Some things to check: 


1. Signal generator calibration. The 2nd Harmonic of 455Kc. falls 

on the broadcast dial at 910. Check against a KNOWN radio station 

near that frequency (you can trust 20-30Kc delta frequency). A 

crystal and WWV check are much better. However, IF's are not critical 
if you are within a percent or two, as long as they are the same 
(Hammarlund owners---watch out----the SP's and big HQ's used overcoupled 
IF that have to be tuned for bandpass, not peak). 


2. As I recall, the main dial is correct when the bandspread is at 
MINIMUM capacitance. 


3. Check the mechanical positioning of the tuning dials on the 
shafts. They should be centered---i.e., there should be an equal 
amount of "off-end" at either end of the mechanical travel. 


4. The lower bands have low end adjustments (slugs/padders) as well 
as high end trimmers. I think the 3rd band is "fixed" at the low end. 
Get that one set at the low end first. 


5. The appropriate places to check tracking are about 10% 
mechanically from each end of tuning cap travel, and at the middle. 
See Langford Smith's discussion on tracking in Radio Designer's 
Handbook 3rd edition. 4th edition has the same material. 


The presence of body-end-dot markings on resistors doesn't mean "old" 
in terms of the S20R's production life (1940-45, as I recall). These 
markings were still being applied by manufacturers in the 1942-3 
period.

The handle is Xcelite 99-1 (Tecra-Tool # 14188) 


The 0.096 inch 6 flute Bristol blade is Tccra-Tool # 14184; I don't know 
the Xcelite number. 


BEWARE: I have done the Bristol size from memory. It's either this 
size 

or 0.072 inch, but it's 6 splines for sure. Someone please verify 
which...

If you're happy with the light output of the 47's, fine. They do 

put out substantially less light than 44's. I have two sets (a Pilot 
AM-FM tunexr/phono preamp and a Magnavox console) that use edge-lit 
glass indications where a 47 is too wimpy to light things properly. 
Behind plastic dials, a 47 is a very good idea to reduce discoloring. 


AA5's/6's with 35Z5/35W4 typically use a 47 in parallel with the short 
section of the rectifier heater as rectifier plate impedance. This is 
the only application I can think of where a 44 will upset the circuit; 
I can't think of a vice-versa, although sets with ballast tubes or 
line cord resistors should stick with the specified bulb. Short 47 
life in an AA5, where the rectifier heater is not open, is a sign that 
the coupling cap to the output tube grid is leaking, pulling the grid 
up and causing the tube to draw excess current. Typical bias ona 
50L6 is about 8 volts thru a 150 ohm cathode resistor, with no bypass 
cap (most common AA5 circuit). If it is much more than that, the tube 
is drawing excess current. Since this is most of the DC usage in the 
set (12SA7 and 12SK7 take about 11 ma. each cathode current; 12SQ7 is 
about 1 ma.) problems in the 50L6 circuit (or 7-pin equivalent) can 
cause troubles in the power supply.

I'm in the process of trying to bring an SX-28A back to life. In working thru 
the circuit, I find that the cathode bypass resistor for the P-P 6V6's has 
been changed from the factory manual spec of 220 ohms at 2 watts to a 350 ohm 
at 20 watts. I looked at the SX-28 I also have (next to be restored after the 
SX-28A is finished) and find that the resistor here has also been changed, 
still 220 ohms but 10 watts. I have an SX-28 and an SX-28A manual and 

both indicate 220 ohms at 2 watts. Is there anything that I should know about 
the audio amp circuit to suggest why both radios have been modified to take a 
much higher rated wattage resistor than what was originally called out?

Tried to answer this a while back, but got disconnected, and forgot to 
recover and send anything. 


The SX-28 and S-27/36 (including "A" versions) used push-pull class A 
6V6's, rather than class AB. 220 ohms 2 watts is the correct value. 
With a pair of 6V6's, this will give about 15 volts bias IF the signal 
grids are both at ground (see below on the IF) and about 75 ma. 
cathode current. Dissipation is around a watt, appropriate for a 
2-watt 50% derated. Transconductance of a 2-tube pair is fairly 
balanced at the -15 volt bias point, and the resistor is not bypassed, 
to give some balancing feedback to the circuit. This circuit and the 
transformer used in it give very good frequency response, and the 
SX-28 with a good speaker is passing-good "high fidelity." The S-36, 
which has an FM limiter-discriminator, has a feedback circuit which 
can be switched in; otherwise, the circuits are virtually identical. 


If the coupling caps to the 6V6 control grids are leaking, pulling the 
grids up, you've got problems. 6V6 has fairly high transconductance, 
and the tubes themselves will handle 60 ma. cathode current at SX-28 
voltages quite happily---but the rest of the circuit won't. Simplest 
check is to pull the output tubes, turn the set on, and check the 
signal grid voltages with a VTVM (a Voltohmyst will do just fine 
here). It should be zero. Also check that the grid leaks haven't 
drifted up in resistance and replace if they are more than 10% high. 
Then check with the 6V6's in place, no signal. If you see more than 
half a volt positive, I'd replace the tube (gas current). 


Running the circuit higher bias (240 or 270 ohms) is OK if you want 
to. Output will be about the same, but distortion will be a little 
higher at high power. It's a basic design decision where to set the 


operating point for a push-pull set (class A, high class AB, where one 
tube is cut off only on very high signal peaks, or near-B class AB, 
where anything but small signals cuts off one tube). With push-pull 
6V6's bias higher than about 17 volts demands bypassing the cathode 
resistor, and will raise distortion because of the loss of feedback 
control.

>I'm very happy, as I have got a good feedback from some list members about 
this project, so I think it is worth to try it. I've just ordered two 2mm 
thickness, 50x40cm aluminium (or aluminum, for US people :-) ) sheets in 
order to begin working. There are some limits, though, that need to be told 
before you get too excited:

>-I CAN NOT do '3D' pieces. Only '2D', i.e. planes. Although I can work the 
Z axis (so I can do drills, cutting and engraving), I can't work, as a 
sample, a 'L' shaped piece, as I would need to loose lots of material and 
(what is worse) I have a limit of 1cm maximum depth to cut in Z axis. What 
could be done is, for 'L' shaped parts, do a plan piece and then bend it, 
but of course this would require some extra work (which I would let to you

>-I CAN do any piece, up to about 60x40cm, as the famous R-390A RF deck 
cover, the RME-152A bottom cover, ... I hope you get the picture of what is 


possible and what isn't. Somebody suggested doing replacement covers for 
the R-390A. I CAN NO do them (at least the top cover, as it is '3D'), for 
the reasons commented. Sorry!. I can appoximate such a cover with a planar 
version and then you could add some 'L' shaped pieces to finish it, but of 
course, it is not an elegant solution. And the ventilation holes I can do 
won't be the same as in the R-390A covers...

>-I have ‘easy' access to 2 and 4mm thickness aluminium sheets. I'll start 
with 2mm sheets, as they are readily available. I think this thickness is 
good for lots of pieces.

>So, please, look at these important limits and let me know which pieces 
you would like to have done. I'll maintain a database of them and will 
start with the most needed one, once I have sufficient feedback. I'll post 
the results and the ‘winner’ piece, along with the estimated cost. One good 
thing is that aluminium doesn't weight too much, so shipping won't be 
expensive.

I recently filled a couple of 1/2" holes in an aluminum rack panel for my 
BA power supply using the following method: 


First, I deburred and countersunk the holes, with the countersink on the 
"good" (front) side. Those UniBit step drill bits countersink holes very 
nicely in aluminum. I haven't tried it on steel, but I'd hope it would 
work as well. I then took a stiff peice of aluminum sheet, and xlightlyx 
greased it with Crisco shortening, for two reasons. First, so the epoxy 
wouldn't stick to it, and second, so it would form a nice seal against the 
panel. Then I clamped it to the good side of the panel, and applied slow 
cure epoxy from the rear. I don't really care for the 5 minute stuff, I'm 
too slow and it doesn't allow the air bubbles to escape. Make sure you get 
the epoxy to fill all nitches in the hole, and make sure it gets into the 
countersunk area. This counter sunk area helps keep the epoxy plug in from 
the front. I just slobbered in on in the rear - it won't be seen. 


Let dry for a long time. Like a few days. 


Remove the aluminum panel (I had to use light prying, seems the light 
Crisco greasing didn't totaly prevent an epoxy to panel bond), and wha la! 
With a little fine wet dry on a sanding block, you can level out an slight 
imperfections in the epoxy such that after a coat of paint, you cannot tell 
the difference. On my panel, which is still wearing primer, you cannot 


tell from the front where the epoxy filled holes are. I looks *sharpx now... 
Anyone with suggestions/improvments? I'm late for work so I gotta run...

Don's aboslutely right. I've never had much luck with large section epoxy fillers 
on the aircraft stuff I restore, which is almost universally .062" or thinner 
aluminum. It is somewhat disconcerting to put your thumb through an aluminum tape 
backed epoxy patch, which I've done more than once. The only lasting repairs that 
have succeeded in the rough and tumble of everyday use have been solid aluminum 
filler 

disks I've made on the lathe. They have a shape like a top hat, with a thin 


flange 
on the back to provide adhesion strength. For 1/16" aluminum, the total thickness 
only needs to be about 3/32". This has an added advantage of providing an almost 


seamless fill when you paint the patch with black wrinkle. The wrinkle paint 
seems 

to have a slightly different texture over epoxy than over aluminum, making the 
patch 

visible in certain lights if you use the large epoxy patch approach. FWIW...
